BC TV reporter Quentin McDermott 
remains optimistic soccer in Australia 
has a prosperous future despite the 

impending threat by soccer promoter 

International Entertainment Corporation 

(IEC) to wind up the operation of Soccer 

Australia; a moye which could mean an embar- 

go from FIFA activity for three years and ulti- 

mately exclusion from the 2006 World Cup. 

Last nights ABC television's ‘Four Comers’ 
programme titled, “The Final Whistle” might have 
painted a bleak picture on the soccer scene down- 
under, but McDermott is confident an administra- 
tive shake-up will start to change things for the 
better, 

“T think there has to be a wonderful future for 
soccer in Australia but there is absolutely no ques- 
tion that the administration has to get its house in 
order,” said McDermott on Perth radio station 990 
Information Radio, “It has to resolve its issues 
with its marketing partners and if their marketing 
partner IEC actually manages to wind it (Soccer 
Australia) up then that could be very damaging and 
very destructive to soccer because what it could 
mean is that Australian soccer will be ostracised, 
cffectively by FIFA for the next three years and 
that could mean Australia not being in the next 
World Cup Finals.” 

“We went and spoke to the supporters from 
clubs like the Melbourne Knights, Newcastle 
United and also Perth Glory and obviously they, up 
to a point, have differing views about the relative 
kind of virtues of each of those clubs.” 

“But I think there was an overall consensus that 
the administration has been too political and that 
vested interests have played too big a part in the 
administration of soccer for years and years, for

Australia has sold the marketing rights to the 
National (Soccer) League and to the Socceroos, to 
TE 


“This isn’t a criticism of IEC at all. but by doing 
that, it means the clubs in particular and Soccer 
Australia has found it-very hard to raise revenue 
from their own promotions and they certainly want 
that to change and I think most stakeholders want 
that relationship to change - between Soccer 
Australia and IEC,” said McDermott. “Whether 
TEC will allow that or not because they have a con- 
tract, is a different matter,” 

The legal dispute over Soccer Australia report- 
edly owing IEC $3 million begun last Friday in 
Sydney's Federal Court but has been adjourned 
until June 7, 

Soccer Australia Chairman lan Knop said the 
Court adjournment is a positive thing for SA 
although he would not elaborate why. 

The case is still expected to be concluded prior 
to the July Oceania Nations Cup, which Australia 
has still to decide on whether or not to partake due 
toa lack of financial resources. Soccer Australia 
has asked players to play without pay but would 
collect a cut of any prize money. Australia would 
be firm favourites to win the Cup and gain qualifi- 
cation to the 2003 Confederations Cup and guar- 
antee SA at least $3 million,

IEC in the Federal Court for leave to 
be granted for IEC to apply in the future to 
wind up Soccer Australia. 

In commenting on the postponement, the 
Chairman of Soccer Australia Mr Jan Knop 
declared that Soccer Australia was making 
excelleat progress in its program of financial 
reform and that the Board would prove that it 
Was solvent and that IEC’s application would be 
dismissed by the court. 

“We have succeeded with several new mea- 
sures, stich as the National Registration Fee, 
which have enabled us to properly capitalise 
Soccer Australia and create a solid financial plat- 
form going forward, 
fe are also working in close co-operation 
with the Australian Sports Commission and the 
various State and Territory Federations and affil- 
iated bodies who are giving us tremendous sup- 
port. 
“We are optimistic about the future and the 
Board totally rejects the misleading reports 
about financial difficulties that have been circu- 
fated in the press this week in the lead up to 
today’s court hearing”, Mr, Knop concluded.

ustralia may be able contest the 

Oceania Nations Cup in July 

because of financial problems, 
Soccer Australia chairman Jan Knop 
said. 

The situation is a catch-22 for the ca@h- 
strapped SA, with the Oceania Nations Cup 
winners, almost certain to be Australia, 
guaranteed a multi-million dollar payday 
by qualifying for the Confederations Cup. 

The International —_Entertainment 
Corporation Pty Ltd (IEC), which controls 
the promotion and broadcasting of 
Australian soccer, has commenced legal 
action’seeking a reported three million dol- 
Jars (1.62 million US) it believes it is owed 
by SA. =< 

Knop said there was a real possibility 
Australia would not field a team in the 
Oceania Nations Cup. 

“At this stage I am hopeful we can play, 
but in reality we may not be able to play,” 
he said, adding that SA may not have the 
money to send a team to the tournament in 
New Zealand. 

He said SA would not commit to over- 
spending as had occurred in the past. 

“Soccer Australia, in its current position, 
needs to be careful what we commit to do,” 
he said. 

“As against in the past, Soccer Australia 
committing to do things when it didn’t have 
the funds, we are not doing that in the 
future.” 

SA has tabled a controversial pay offer 
to the Socceroos for the Oceania Nations 
Cup, urging the players’ union to accept the 
deal for the good of the game. 

The package, under which the Socceroos 
would not be paid unless they won the tour- 
nament and qualified for the 
Confederations Cup next year, has put 
Australia’s participation in both tourna- 
ments at risk. 

An agreement in place between the play- 
ers’ union and Soccer Australia says if the 
two parties have not agreed on a pay deal 
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Cash-strapped Australia may 
miss Oceania Nations Cup

To me winding up SA is a commercial deci- 
sion demonstrating that IEC have not got what 
they wanted from their contract with SA, Which 
is quite ironic because personally don’t think 
SA got as much from the IBC contract es the eur- 
rent board would have wished.

It appears that this current problem is 
once again due to the incompetence of the 
Soccer Australia board, 

The recent Grapd Final in Perth was 
alleged to have been attended by up to 20 
Soccer Australia officials, each of whom 
enjoyed the first-class travel and accommo- 
dation. When asked about the situation on 
game day, Mr Knop vehemently refused 
claiming, that those who attended stayed in 
only very simple hotels and were forced to 
pay their own airfare, 

If the former did in fact occur, then SA 
have a lot to explain. The increase of the 
National Registration Fee in early May was 
introduced to help subsidise the cost of run- 
ning the National Teams and not transport- 
ing up to 20 officials over to Perth to watch 
the Grand Final. 

Added, the recent National League 
awards, originally cancelled were resched- 
uled at the Inter-Continental Hotel in 

Sydney. Once again such a spectacle would 
haye costa large sum of money, Money that 
SA claim not to have. 

Now it appears, many will suffer from 
the mismanagement of a poorly governed 
National Body.

INTERVIEW WITH FRANK FARINA — AUSTRALIAN NATIONAL COACH 


Socceroo coach Frank Farina. 


coach can control yery few of the crucial events 

that decide football matches. Once he picks his 

team, his influence slowly wanes over the next 
90 minutes. National Coach, FRANK FARINA 
knows this feeling all too well. 

Farina is one of the most charismatic personalities in 
the Australian game, and has achieved at both club and 
international level, He enjoyed a productive seven year 
spell in Europe where he scaled to championship heights. 
He set the Belgian league alight with Club Brugge and 
became the first Australian to play in the prestigious 
Italian Serie A when he lined up for Bari. The lad from 
Darwin led an enviable lifestyle and fulfilled his dream 
of playing at the highest level. 

While ‘success is sweet, politics is a fact of life in the 
global game, With the uncertainty surrounding the code 
in this country, the next four years provides Farina with 
probably his greatest challenge to date, *

FF: With a National Team you don’t look at it as you 
would at club level where you're looking at a’season. A 
season for the National Team is a 4 year cycle. That's 
what I call a season. In a4 year cycle you create that 
team unit by playing as many games as you possibly can, 
because as you said the difficulty to face us all is geogra- 
phy, Our players are spread to all corners of the globe so 
whenever we get the opportunity to play games we get tor 
bond the team and get them working or playing in a for- 
mation or ina manner that I'd like them to play — so it’s 
very important that we play a lot of games in that 4 year 
cycle or season as I like to call it. 


DR: Are you still keen to play “home” fixtures in 
England to cut travel time and expense for the European- 
based players? 


FF; Of course, whether it’s England or Europe. My 
program for the two years leading up to obviously Japan 
and Korea was based on the FIFA calendar and the UEFA 
calendar, We looked at trying to get games against 
National teams who weren’t involved in those games. 
Because the majority of our players are playing in Europe 
that’s the way the program will continue whilst I’m still 
in charge, 


DR: The Socceroos will be back in action in July play- 


ing for $3 million in prize money as they compete in the - 


Oceania Nations Cup. Australia tried to bring the com- 
petition forward to mid-May to coincide with the end of 
the European (and Australian) league season, but was 
outvoted 10-1 by Oceania members. Will the July sched- 
uling affect Australia’s chances and your decision on 
team selection? 


FE: Enormous effect. Initially the Oceania Nations 
Cup was scheduled for July because the idea was that 
Australia was going to qualify for the World Cup. With 
us not qualifying I put a proposal in that we change it to 


late May which would be financially a lot easier, not only ™ 


for Australia but for all Oceania Nations. But in their 
wisdom Oceania decided that July was a better date — 
which is an absolute joke and it effects every team’s 
preparation. 

Teams will be spending more money in prepa 
you'll have players that are underdone. I think it’s phys- 
ically dangerous for a lot of players who haven’t played 
for 7-8 weeks that have to come in and play 5 games in 
the space of 10 days. 1 think it's a health concem. It 
obviously affects the side that you can pick with so many 
players that haven’t played and have been on holidays for 
such a long period of time, and clubs unwilling to want 
their players after that break to be playing 5 games in 10 
days. It does affect our chances in a big way, but I think 
the Oceania Nations were quite happy with that. that’s 
why you saw the vote 10-1 because they were bringing 
Australia back to the field. 

I think it’s a narrow-minded view from Oceania 
because you always want your best team to qualify for 


solution than what we've got at the moment, 


MG: As part of the leadership group that you have put 
together for the National side - What characteristics do 
‘you look for in those individuals? 


FF: They must understand and love football. They 
have also got to understand the types of players we are 
dealing with, the mentality that surrounds the players, 
and have a similar view on the style of play that we want 
to get across. I want dedicated staff, and most probably 
as I had as a player — you’ve got to have this same burn- 
ing desire and passion that I have, which is to qualify for 
the World Cup. If they haven't got those attributes then 
there is no real place for them within the National set-up. 


MG: How do you motivate you side to perform? 


FF: If you have to motivate a player to pull on the 
green and gold then there is something drastically wrong. 
I think the green and gold guernsey is motivation in itself 
for a player to do well. I’ve not come across a National 
team player who hasn't been motivated. 


DR: What are your thoughts on the current FIFA rule 
that prohibits players under the age of 18 to play for an 
overseas club?

FF: | think it’s helpful to be honest. What we've had 
in the past is a lot of European clubs racing. and pillag- 
ing, and grabbing any young kid that they can with the 
hope that 1 out of 10 will come through - then what hap- 
pens to the other 9? | think it’s a good rule which enables 
the National League to actually see these young kids 
come through and possibly playing in the National 
League prior to going overseas. 

We've got a lot of young players overseas — we didn’t 
even know they were Australian — they went when they 
were 14 or 15 and then all of a sudden someone says 
there is an Australian playing for Middlesborough or an 
Australian playing for Leeds...well you think who is 
that? The ruling benefits a lot of countries not just 
Australia. It protects the players as well, and that’s the 
most important think about the ruling — it does help pro- 
tect the interests of young players coming through. 


MG: You're sometimes in a difficult situation trying to 
‘get your best side on the field with Leagues or Clubs not 
letting their players play in the National side — How does 
that affect the “fringe” players that come on those occa- 
sions that may not be selected in your Number One team? 


FF: [ would think it gives “fringe” players a fantastic 
opportunity to show what they can do — to push their 
claims forward to be included, I’ve always said that we 
have to have depth if we're going to be successful. Now 
if for whatever reason, whether it’s injury or unavailabil- 
ity that a player gets a chance, 99 times out of 100 that’s 
how great careers start. 4 

‘Whether it is the likes of a Maradona or someone else, 
opportunities most probably came to them because obvi- 
ously they were talented players, but they may have had 
the opportunity because somebody else was injured. So 
obviously it’s a fantastic opportunity for “fringe” players 
to really push their claim forward that they're really good

Reis bothered goalkeeper David Benoit with a 
lob that was curling under the upright, but it was 
Olympic that scored next - and if Brendas had been 


assisted by the Belconnen defence with his first 
goal, he gave them no chance with the second, a 
thundering drive from outside the penalty area 
which beat Collins with raw power. 

Again the two-goal lead was short-lived, within

In the 2003 World Cup stakes, Germany became the 
first team to qualify when last month they secured first 
place in Group 4, whilst England are assured.of second 
and a World Cup playoff. The Group matches have since 
been completed, Germany showing their dominance with 
a perfect win record. 

Norway was next to qualify for the 2003 FIFA 
Women’s World Cup after defeating France 3-1 earlier 
this month, Their fifth win from as many games gave 
them an unassailable lead atop Group 1 of the UEFA 
Championship ahead of France. 

Sweden currently lead Group 2, three points ahead of 
rivals Denmark with two matches remaining, including 
one against the Danish contenders. 

Russia’s two matches last week moved them much 
closer to the prize in Group 3, by far the tightest of the 
groups, Russia however did stumble with a draw against 
Iceland last Saturday, the second time the two have 
shared the points.

One has to realise how great an honor it is to be 
part of this global show. Many countries with high 
reputations will not take part in this tournament e.g, 
Holland, Scotland, Czech Republic, Slovakia, 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Romania, Columbia and 
Norway. On the other hand, unframed countries such 
as Senegal, South Africa, Slovenia, China (first time 
in 44 years under legendary coach Bora Milutinovic) 
and Turkey (first time after 47 years have qualified 
for the Cup. 

Many big time players and coaches, including our 
own Socceroos will not be privileged to be part of 
this unique tournament. Our own superstars Harry 
Kewell and Mark Viduka would, I’m sure, have done 
everything possible to be part of this show and some 


unfortunate superstars such David Beckham, captain 
of England, may also miss out due to injury.

For me, the more logical the approach the better. 
Every player competing in this tourntiment knows 
that it is quite simply the greatest experience on 
earth. If you try to pretend it is anything but that, you 
run the risk of looking like a fool in front of your 
team. 

This is when you need old heads like Patto 
Maladini, Batistuta, Zidane, Raul, Figo, Roberto 
Carlos ete. 

They are the people who will make a difference, 
the people who inspire and dictate the terms. Apart 
from the obvious question about who is going to win 
the Mondial 2002, the world’s football fans are won- 
dering who the emerging prince will be.

amongst experienced colleagues. 

Kelly will also monitor the success of young 
guns in the up and coming World Cup in 
Korea/Japan. 

Soccer is a difficult game to master, A player 
must learn a great number of techniques; he 
should be shown where and when to run when 
he doesn’t have the ball; when 
he’s got the ball, he needs to 
know whether to run with it, or 
pass, or dribble, or shoot (and if 
so, where to run, who to pass to, 
which way to dribble, when to 
shoot, etc, etc) These are just some of the basics 
‘of the game that I have rattled off, and each of 
the headings mentioned will have a list of sub- 
headings beneath it. 

It wouldn’t take a genius to decide that to 
learn all the above would take years. How many 
years will depend on how many hours the play- 
er trains per week, the kind of training provided, 


his ability to learn and many other factors. But 
let’s say five years as a reasonable estimate. 
Some of you may have noticed that the rough 
list above doesn’t mention anything about tac- 
tics. How many more years will it take for a 
player to understand how to function as part of 
a team, to combine with his team-mates, to learn 
different,styles of play, to adapt to opponents’ 
tactics, etc? Five years? Ten years? 
‘There's no correct answer, but my point is 
this: there must be a logical progression in a 
player's development. 


oot Technique first, tactics later. 
NSvwis Coaches must first give the 
player all the tools he might 


need before sending him out on 
the job. There was an excellent FIFA document 
published many years ago which suggested that 
in a player’s development there is a decade of 
learning followed by a decade of expression. 
‘There are many different opinions as to what 
ages constitute a player's technical develop- 
ment, Is it 9 — 14 years old? 11 - 15 years old? 
Some will say there is no set age, that it’s sim- 


pler than that: “You can’t go to 
you graduate from high school.’ In other words, 
there’s no point trying to teach you tactics if you 
haven’t got a full range of techniques. By the 
same token, exceptionally talented youngsters 
should be moyed on as soon as they are ready. 

Eric Worthington, in his excellent book 
“Teaching Soccer Skill’, explains player devel- 
opment as a pyramid. “Technique’ is below 
‘sroup skill’ and ‘team skill’ on the pyramid,, 
implying that technique is the foundation for 
tactical work. 

The point for junior coaches is that there is no 
shortcut. And if you are one of those junior 
coaches who gives his youngsters fitness work 
instead of technique practices, or tries to get his 
12 year-olds to play the same tactics as Real 
Madrid, please consider the above. Respect the 
player’s development. Know where he is on the 
ladder and teach him accordingly. 

When you do that, coaching is a wonderful 
job!
